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Highspeed 
ChaseEnds 
in Crash

A Tennessee man was 
airlifted to University of 
Kentucky Hospital Tuesday 
afternoon after a high-speed 
chase that began in 
Campbellsville abruptly ended 
when the driver crashed into a 
parked semi. 

Eugene Earl Gentry, 63, 
raised the suspicions of 
employees at Citizens Bank and 
Trust Branch Tuesday after 
entering the establishment and 
exhibiting odd behavior. 

“He came into the bank 
wanting a specific amount of 
money - asked to speak to a 
loan officer,” said Adair County 
Sheriff Harrison Moss. 

There was no robbery, but 
employees at Citizens Bank 
were startled enough to alert 
authorities anyway. Shortly 
thereafter, Campbellsville 
Police Ofc. Scotty Perian 
spotted a vehicle matching the 
description given by the bank. 

Ofc. Perian succeeded in 
pulling Gentry over, but the 
suspect sped away as the officer 
approached the vehicle. Police 
pursued Gentry from 
Campbellsville toward 

Columbia before Gentry 
slammed into the parked truck. 

At the scene of the wreck, 
some officers thought Gentry 
looked familiar. 

“He looks like the same 
photos we have of our bank 
robbery,” Sheriff Moss said, 
referring to the 2012 robbery 
and hostage situation that 
occurred at United Citizens 
Bank in 2012. 

The case remains under 
investigation by the 
Campbellsville Police Dept, 
while Gentry remains 
hospitalized.

Westlake Debt Hovers Over $20 Million

The Adair County Hospital 
District Board of Trustees 
presented its unaudited financial 
report through September of 
2013 at its monthly meeting 
Tuesday evening and painted 
the picture of an institution that 
has finally managed to stop 
hemorrhaging money, although 
it still has a long way to go to 
become profitable and repay the 
$22.8 million it owes. 

“It speaks volumes to what 
this Board is doing,” said 
County Judge-Executive Ann 
Melton. “Our losses this past 
quarter are $200,000 compared 
to $900,000 for the previous 
year’s quarter. I think we’ll 
have a profit next quarter.” 

When former CEO Rusty 
Tungate and his management 
team walked away from 
Westlake in January of 2011, 
they left behind a debt of $16.9 
million, although reports from 
that time period only listed the 
debt at $12.8 million. Then, in 
August of 2011, the Board 
discovered that the prior 
management team withheld 
almost $9 million in losses. 

Since that time, the Board has 
only acquired two additional 
loans, a $1.5 loan from the 


Adair County Fiscal Court that 
has already been paid back, and 
a $1.7 million bond from the 
Fiscal Court to implement an 
electronic medical records 
system. Since the hospital 


managed to have the system up 
and running by the end of 2012, 
all of that money will be 
recovered - according to Judge 
Melton - with an expected $4 
million payment to the hospital 


coming from the federal 
government and an additional 
$400,000 coming from the 
state. 

“I believe the payment this 
year is around a million 
dollars,” Melton said. “Now 
we’re waiting for the 
bankruptcy court to see when 
we’ll get the money back.” 

While the $20 million-plus 
debt facing Westlake is 
daunting, Jane Todd Crawford 
Memorial Hospital in 
Greensburg may, or may not be, 
in worse shape. Tungate 
continues to manage hospitals 
in both Casey and Green 
County, running Jane Todd with 
no supervision from its Fiscal 
Court. It claims to be 
prospering, according to Green 
County Judge-Executive Misty 
Edwards, but a lack of 
transparency has ignited fears 
that a pattern is emerging 

“The Green County Fiscal 
Court - in I believe it was 2005 
- transferred the hospital over 
to the Board of Directors,” 
Judge Edwards said in an 
interview last Friday, adding 
that the reason given at the time

Hospital Board Addresses

Tuesday night’s regularly scheduled monthly meeting of the 
Adair County Hospital District Board of Trustees had all of the 
typical components. The meeting included an executive 
session, a private meeting of the Board to discuss various items 
such as litigation or employee status, a financial report on the 
monthly and overall progress of the hospital, recommendations 
for new appointments and reappointments of staff, and an 
administrative report from Vice-Chairman Neal Gold. 

After the completion of those agenda items, however, the 
meeting turned less-than-routine. 

“I want to take a few minutes to address some concerns,” 
said Board Chairman Craig Pyles. 

Those few minutes ultimately became roughly 20, as Pyles 
and Gold addressed various aspects of public opinion, ques-

Tlrcker Charged With 
Attempted Murder

An Adair County Grand Jury handed up an indictment last week 
against Michael Tucker, charging the 33-year-old with attempted 
murder after he allegedly opened fire with deadly intent into the 
residence of Edwin Wilber on Aug. 3,2013. 

In addition to the attempted murder charge, Tucker, who resides 
in Columbia, was also charged with two counts of being a 
persistent felony offender -first degree, and one count of 
possession of a firearm by a convicted felon. 

He is scheduled for arraignment on Nov. 12. 

Other indictments handed up by the Grand Jury last week 
include: 

•Two individuals who allegedly stole iPads from Wal-Mart on 
Nov. 26, 2012. James Phillips, 33, and Thomas Sherman Jr., 31, 
both from Maryville, Tenn., are reported to have taken four and 
three iPads, respectively, from the store, and were charged with

Adair Band Takes Second Place at State

I went to a movie Friday night, and while I laughed 
my way through most of the picture, I found myself 
thinking afterward more about what the movie says for 
our society than which bits made me chuckle the most. 

Johnny Knoxville’s latest comedic foray - Bad 
Grandpa -might not seem like the kind of cinematic 
work that leaves viewers with a new perspective on 
American culture, and if it does, one might assume that 
this new perspective is skewered in negativity, 
something along the lines of, “What does it say about 
our society that this obscene garbage is passed off as 
art?” 

I took a different, more objective, lesson from 
Knoxville’s anarchic method of making people laugh: 
Old people and little kids can get away with anything. 

For those that do not share my sense of humor, here’s 
a little background information about Bad Grandpa. The 
movie follows Johnny Knoxville, caked in enough 
professional makeup to easily pass as an 80-something 
grandfather, and nine-year old actor Jackson Nicoll, who 
plays Knoxville’s grandson. The two travel across the 
United States to get Nicoll to his father, and they pull 
various stunts and get into all sorts of shenanigans along 
the way. 

None of this sounds groundbreaking or even 
interesting, but the catch is that only Knoxville and 
Nicoll are acting. Everyone they interact with is a real 
person, unaware that they’re in a movie (The majority of 
the film was shot with hidden cameras, and the 
unsuspecting “supporting actors” only granted 
permission to be used in the film after it was revealed to 
them they were being filmed for a movie.) 

This movie is not for everyone, especially children, 
due to some adult themes and incredibly gross gags, but 
what I found most interesting is that the two main 
characters are in the extremely early and extremely late 
stages of life. If this weren’t the case, the premise for the 
movie wouldn’t work. 

If Knoxville had partnered up with one of his fellow 
pranksters from his MTV days, such as Steve-O, and 
foregone the old-man makeup and costume, the two 
would have surely been beaten to a pulp long before the 
credits rolled. In Bad Grandpa though, no matter how 
infuriated the victims of Knoxville and Nicoll’s antics 
became, they always showed restraint (even if a 45- 
year-old man came fairly close to punching the 85-year- 
old looking Knoxville at one point). 

When Nicoll cornered a man walking down the street 
and asked him point blank if he’d be his new daddy, the 
man winced and shrugged and tried to explain that this 
was a ludicrous proposition. The man remained patient 
though, and couldn’t pull himself to walk away from the 
child even when the kid’s statements became more and 
more uncomfortable. Example: “Look me in the eyes. I 
love you.” 

I’m not the only one to notice this phenomenon 
though. At one point in movie, Knoxville himself 
acknowledges the differing degrees of acceptable 
behavior of people of different ages. I won’t spoil the 
gag, but Knoxville tells the kid at one point to just say 
that his grandfather is very old and doesn’t know what 
he’s doing if anyone tries to step in and stop the 
madness. 

This theme continues throughout the movie. I’m sure 
the primary reason for using the grandfather/grandson 
dynamic for this movie was so Knoxville - who’s been 
in the public eye for going on two decades now - 
wouldn’t be recognized. The repercussions of this 
decision proved to pay big dividends though. People 
tolerated more tomfoolery and misbehavior from him 
than they would have if they’d known he was in his 
early 40s. The jokes played out longer and the responses 
were even more bewildered than in any previous 
Knoxville movie - a resounding achievement in itself. 

Ironically, a movie about a kid and an old man is 
aimed at a demographic that is decidedly neither, but I 
know the reason. Children and old people aren’t going 
to these movies anyway. They can have the kind of fun 
that most of us can’t get away with, so we just have to 
watch it on the big screen.

A Partial List of Physicians and Dentists from Adair County 
History, Part 5. This is not considered complete, nor certainly up to 
date, but is a beginning point for future researchers. 

Jeffries, William Todd, bom 1912, practiced at Columbia from 
about 1940 until his death in 1980. 

Johnston, Burton, practiced in Adair County, died 1865 or 1867. 

Johnston, James M., practiced at Milltown, then moved to 
Greensburg in 1901. He was a son of W.E. and Sallie C. Tutt 
Johnston, of Milltown. 

Johnston, Thomas Bainbridge, bom Adair County in 1817, died 
at Memphis, TN 29 December 1900, son of Thomas B. Johnston, 
Sr. He married Martha Elizabeth Brown Rogers on 27 February 
1838; was brother of Stephen D. Johnston, who lived in Louisville 
for 40 years. 

Jones, J.T., dentist, son of Chesley Jones, bom 14 July 1844, died 
2 March 1925, resided in later life on a farm near Montpelier, then 
moved to near Columbia. [Biographical sketch will appear in LB at 
a later date.] 

Jones, Almon, son of Dr. J.T. And Ann Murrell Jones. He 
practiced medicine at Liberal and Hutchison, Kansas until 
retirement, thence to Cincinnati. He did post-graduate work in 
Chicago where he married Miss Lena Williams in 1907. 

Jones, Ruel A., dentist, bom about 1873, son of Dr. J.T. and Ann 
Murrell Jones; graduated University of Louisville Dental School; 
practiced many years in Cincinnati; inventor of note; died 
Covington, KY in October 1941. 

Jones, William, practicing in Adair County in 1888, aged 62 or 
63. 

Kelsay, E. Butler, dentist, bom 22 February 1858, died 22 
February 1902, practiced in Glensfork in 1896; buried a Crocus in 
the Miller Cemetery. 

Kelsay, Otha M., bom Clinton County, reared at Glensfork. 
Practiced at Glensfork for a time, then at Neatsville, along Green 
River and at Elkhom, in Taylor County, from 1904, and at his home 


at Elkhom in 1927. He ran for and was elected to the state 
legislature in 1909. Married Mary Dillingham in 1876. 

Kelsay, Shelby H., son of Dr. Otha Kelsey, practiced at Neatsville 
and Roley before moving to Taylor County, settled at Harther about 
January 1907. 

Lacy, George A., resided on West Fork in Cumberland County, 
had an extensive practice in Cumberland and southern Adair 
County from the 1880s until 1910. Dr. Lacy died in February 1910 
and was buried in the Stuart Cemetery. 

Lebby, Dr. J., optometrist, practiced part-time in Columbia in the 
1930s. 

Loy, Millard Cleo, son of Millard Loy, bom and reared in Adair 
County, married Harriett Wheeler, U.S. Army veteran, died 7 April 
1990. He began practice at Columbia about 1947 and operated the 
Loy Clinic at Columbia for several years. Upon his retirement, he 
sold the clinic to Primary Care Center. 

Loy, Glen Barry, son of Dr. Millard and Harriett Wheeler Loy, 
dentist, resides at Columbia. 

Mayse, Robert B., practicing in Adair County in 1850. 

McGlasson, Frank R. bom about 1839, practiced in Columbia in 
1866; and listed as resident of Leatherwood, Breeding post office in 
1870 census. 

Menzies, James C., osteopath, resident of Columbia, married 
Miss Dora Kinnaird of Metcalfe County. He was a Mason in 1900. 
He had an office in Columbia as early as September 1903, had had 
practiced three years in Taylor and Cumberland Counties. 

Mercer, Nathaniel Allan, of Milltown, bom 1904, son of 
Nathaniel T. Mercer and grandson of Dr. G.T. Simpson, practiced 
from about 1935 until his death in 1955. 

Miller, James William bom Adair about 1907, graduate of 
University of Louisville, practiced in 1930s at Greensburg. 

Miller, James Otho, bom 21 November 1857, died 16 July 1896, 
son of James Preston Miller; buried at Miller Cemetery at Crocus. 

Miller, John, son of S.W. and Susanna Hurt Miller, bom in Adair, 
to Texas in 1882 with family, became medical doctor. 

Miller, Oliver Patteson, son of Dr. Samuel P., bom 1893 in Adair, 
graduate of University of Louisville, practiced in Columbia about 
the beginning of World War I, went to Louisville where he practiced 
many years, served as chief medical officer of the Kentucky 
Veteran’s Administration during latter part of World War II with 
rank of Lt. Colonel, and retired to Columbia where he died in 1973. 

Miller, Otha, bom 10 Sept 1821, son of John Miller and Dicy 
Stapp; He was graduated from University of Louisville Medical 
School in 1862; practiced at Glensfork in 1877; practiced many 
years in Shelbyville, KY; married Ann Cochran 6 March 1850 

Miller, Samuel Preston “Tink,” bom 21 August 1864 at Crocus, 
son of James Preston and Sarah McClure Miller, graduated 
Louisville School of Medicine 1888, practiced at Glensfork, 
Columbia and the area from 1888 until his death in 1936; married 
Susan, daughter of Capt. Oliver B. Patteson, in 1888.

There may not be another town for its size in Kentucky that has 
so much for visitors to see and do as Paducah. 

With a population of some 27,000 people this river city has the 
feel of a place much larger, and because of its far western location 
it might be considered out of reach for many Kentuckians. I urge 
you not to let distance get in the way of visiting Paducah. 

Have you ever been someplace and you weren’t quite ready to 
leave? Well, that’s the way it felt when I left Paducah. 

For more than two decades the city has been known for quilts - 
- festivals and a world-class museum. But believe me Paducah is 
much more than quilts. 

The city’s official formation dates back to 1827 but people have 
been hanging out there long before that because of the Ohio River. 
Back then its water and what it offered was much, much more 
than about the view. 

If you haven’t been to Paducah in a few years you might be 
surprised. Yes, the some-50 Robert Dafford flood wall murals are 
as impressive as ever, and so is the water edged concert-styled 
seating area that allows visitors and residents alike a place to just 
sit and the watch the river’s current move the huge barges past the 
town with the aid of powerful tug boats. Those of us who don’t 
live on such a river as the Ohio often find the simplest of things 
fascinating. 

Of course Paducah has all of the quality chain restaurants, shops 
and motels that one might expect to see near a major interstate, I- 
24, but the hook is what is going on in their historic area. 

With six museums, two active theaters, an art film cinema, 
symphony orchestra and more than 35 art studios and galleries 
visitors experience a degree of sophistication without the 
snobbiness. 

And smack-dab in the middle of the excitement is the 
LowerTown Arts District. 

In what is considered Paducah’s oldest residential 
neighborhood, artists and craftsmen have relocated here from 
throughout the country and several foreign countries. They have 
done so as a result of the city’s Artist Relocation Program. The 
unique program offers 100 percent financing to artists who build 
or renovate an existing building for residences, studios, and 
galleries in the LowerTown area. 

The expanding community of artists now numbers 75 and 
visitors have an opportunity to not only meet them, but buy their 
products, and, perhaps be included in one of their workshops. 

Of course a visit to the downtown Visitors Center is a must 
before you do anything else. Its central location will get you off on 
the right foot with a map for a 12-mile self-guided driving tour of 
the downtown area. And depending on when you visit Paducah 
there are even free evening bus tours. (Contact the Paducah 
Convention & Visitors Bureau at 1.800 .PADUCAH or visit 
www.Paducah.Travel for specific dates.) 

With so many of the 19th-century buildings now serving as 
galleries, business and residences, it is a wonderful chance to see 
the various styles of architecture, not only on the outside but 
inside as well. 

An added bonus to it all is that some of the LowerTown sites 
even offer overnight as a bed & breakfast. There are several

nightly rentals right in the middle of historic downtown. Some 
have river views, gourmet kitchens, and tastefully decorated living 
rooms. Here again the Visitors Bureau can help you with 
reservations. 

Some Kentuckians may not know the origin of the town’s 
name. History tells us it was actually formed in 1815 by Native 
Americans and a few settlers, and then explorer William Clark, the 
younger Clark brother of Lewis and Clark fame, inherited the land 
in 1827. William platted the grid for the town of Paducah, named 
in honor of Chickasaw Indian chief Paduke who lived there. I’m 
uncertain when the spelling changed, but it matters little as long as 
the historical aspect of the story remains intact. 

If you have the time you may want to drive over to Columbus- 
Belmont State Park in Columbus. This location was very 
important during the Civil War because it is where the Ohio River 
flows into the mighty Mississippi. With as many as 19,000 
Confederate soldiers occupying the site overlooking the two rivers 
it became known as the “Gibraltar of the West.” At the park you 
can see a six-ton anchor and several of the 20-pound chain links 
that once stretched for one mile across the river. There’s also a 
7,545-pound cannon which is the largest from the Civil war era in 
Kentucky. It took a big gun to fire a 32-pounder. 

Columbus, today a town of 300, actually was important long 
before the Civil War. It was said that during the presidency of 
Thomas Jefferson, a Washington, D.C. fire caused Jefferson to 
propose that the U.S. Capital be moved to the centrally-located 
town of Columbus, Kentucky. His proposal is said to have failed 
in the Senate by one vote. 

There’s lots to see and do in Kentucky, so get up, get out and 
get going!

was, as far as she understood, 
obtaining funds. “That’s what’s 
so insane about all of this. I’m 
sitting here talking about this 
still feeling the same way I did 
in 2011. I’ll ask or make a 
statement and think, ‘I still don’t 
know who owns the hospital.’ If 
the hospital closed tomorrow, 
what happens? I don’t know.” 

Since the Fiscal Court deeded 
Jane Todd to its board in 2005, 
the hospital has operated 
independently from the county, a 
notion that makes Edwards 
nervous. 

“If I’ve watched what’s 
happened over at Adair County, 
what makes me think it won’t 
happen here in Green,” Edwards 
continued. “I’m not accusing 
anybody of anything, but I 
obviously know firsthand, with 
what the Fiscal Court and what 
Judge Melton has dealt with, 
and with what the people and 
residents of Adair County are 
dealing with, that it’s probably 
the same here.” 

Edwards also recalled a 
meeting that she requested with 
Tungate and the Board shortly 
after she took office in 2011. By 
that time, all Hospital Board 


meetings were closed to the 
public. She and Deputy Judge- 
Executive Bill Durham met with 
the Board and CEO at Jane 
Todd, and were left with little 
peace of mind at the meeting’s 
conclusion. 

“They made it rather plain 
that this was nothing more than 
a courtesy that they even met 
with us,” Durham said. “They 
felt no obligation toward the 
county at all.” 

“We were pretty much no 
more than tax-paying citizens,” 
Edwards added. 

During the meeting, Tungate 
and the Board assured both 
Edwards and Durham that the 
financial situation at Jane Todd 
was stellar, but didn’t provide 
any information that could be 
made public. In fact, when they 
showed Edwards and Durham a 
report of the hospital’s finances, 
and Durham slid the paper into a 
notebook he was carrying, they 
requested the paper back. 

“I fully intended to take it,” 
Durham said. “So they have this 
spread sheet of their finances 
and I looked at it and put it in a 
stack of papers that I had in 
front of me and [Tungate] very 


quickly stood up and leaned 
across the table and said, That 
doesn’t leave here.’” 

Edwards’ main concern is that 
a board and CEO that are 
operating without supervision 
may cost the Green County 
taxpayers down the road. 

“The thing that I’ve got to be 
smart about is do I spend 
taxpayer money on something 
that I’m told we have no say in, 
because that would be like me 
going out and spending it on 
something that’s private,” 
Edwards said. “We have tried to 
keep our finger on the pulse of 
what’s going on at Jane Todd, 
however, nobody knows 
anything, and nobody’s talking 
about anything, and everything 
we’re hearing is terrible. We 
don’t even know that what the 
Fiscal Court and the previous 
administration in 2005 - we 
don’t know if it was legally 
done.” 

Multiple attempts to interview 
Tungate for this story were 
unsuccessful, however Bill 
Colvin, a retired attorney that 
represented Jane Todd during 
the transition process in 2005, 
called The Adair Progress 


Wednesday morning to offer 
some clarification. 

Colvin claims that the 
transition in 2005 was meant to 
relieve Green County residents 
of Jane Todd’s $2 million-plus 
debt. He also said that the 
transfer didn’t provide 
ownership of the hospital to the 
Board, but to the non-profit 
corporation of Jane Todd 
Memorial Hospital, Inc. 

“When the Court transferred 
this over, the non-profit 
corporation assumed those 
debts,” Colvin stated. 

He went on to reiterate that 
Jane Todd’s potential future 
debts cannot and will not be 
assumed by Green County 
taxpayers. 

“The county has no legal 
liability under any 

circumstances,” Colvin said. 

While Green County’s 
hospital’s future is clouded in 
uncertainty, Melton says that in 
Adair County, the future is in its 
citizens’ hands. 

“It’s up to the community,”

don’t use it, it isn’t going to be 
successful.”

tions, concerns, half-truths and 
falsities, starting with comments 
made about the cost and finan¬ 
cial viability of the recently held 
health fair. 

According to Pyles and Gold, 
members of the community had 
been concerned about the 
overall cost of the health fair, 
especially with blood work 
made available that the hospital 
advertised as a $488 dollar 
value. 

“We show that as a list price, 
because that’s what you would 
pay if you woke up one day, 
with no prior plans or insurance, 
and decided you wanted to get 
blood work done,” said Pyles. 
“That’s not what we pay.” 

Gold continued, explaining 
that Lab Corp, the provider of 
the blood work, charged the 
health fair only a fraction of 
those costs, either $15 or $7 
depending on the work, as a 
token of appreciation for 
Westlake’s business throughout 
the rest of the year. 

“This is sort of like a thank 
you,” he said. “It’s something 
they do for community support 
and because we do a lot of 
business with them.” 

All-in-all, the health fair 
ended with a net profit of 
$4,700, a fairly insignificant 
profit for an entity as large as a 
hospital, but a far cry from the 
public concerns related to the 
cost. 

“Obviously we don’t make a 
lot of money doing this,” said 
Gold. “It’s not something that 
we could do every week and 
keep the doors open, but once a 
year it’s a great service to the 
community.” 

The second concern 
addressed, and perhaps the 
primary subject of hospital- 
related chatter among members 
of the community, was the 
implementation of the 10-cent 
tax. Pyles said that many had 
asked if the tax would be used to 
pay off the hospital’s debt, or for 
the daily operations of Westlake 
and its clinics. 

“The money’s set aside to be 
used as the Board sees fit,” he 
began. “We need the money for 
both, so that’s how it will be 
used. We’re trying to get the 
hospital to the point where it’s 
making money, and then use that 
money to pay off the debt.” 

Pyles then answered questions 
regarding the duration of the tax, 
transparently informing those in 
attendance that it would be 
around for a long time. 

“Nobody likes taxes,” he 
admitted. “But we have a lot of 
things that we need for this 
hospital and a lot of debt to pay. 
That debt, in some form or 
fashion, has to be paid. We’re 
not rolling over; we’re going to 
fight for this hospital and this 
community.” 

He went on to explain that the 
debt owed was to multiple 
banks, but that they were all 
essentially tied into one bank in 
what he called “one of the worst 
loans in the state of Kentucky,” 
saying the entire process of 
acquiring the loan was “all 
smoke and mirrors,” and that it 
only “looked good on paper.” 

The Board also explained the 
debt, which has been rumored as 
nearly every figure ranging from 
$5 million to well over $20 
million.

“The rumor is that the debt 
was only owing $6 million, 
because that was the part that 
the tax was for,” Pyles began 
before explaining that the reason 
the tax was for $6 million is 
because that was the part of the 
loan secured by previous 
administrations that could be 
placed on the shoulders of 
taxpayers when it inevitably 
went south. 

“In 2007,” Gold chimed in, 
“bonds were issued for $3 
million, and then some bank 
loans were taken for $3 million 
each. Then, two more bonds 
were issued to pay off older 
debts for $6.9 million total.” 

“In 2010, lines of credit were 
used and two more bonds were 
issued. One was guaranteed by 
real estate, the other by 
revenue,” he continued. “The 
one on real estate was $6 
million, and the one on the 
taxing district [that the taxpayers 
are now responsible for via the 
tax] was for $6.8 million. So in 
2010, the debt jumped more 
than $13 million.” 

“I want to make it clear, we 
haven’t lived in the past,” said 
Pyles. “We’re not going to play 
the blame game, but we wanted 
people to understand this.” 

Pyles went on to commend 
the hospital staff on the 
excellent job they have done 
thus far in turning around the 
hospital, and he, Gold, and 
County Judge-Executive Ann 


Melton each reiterated that the 
continued existence of Westlake 
hinged on the community. 

“This hospital will be what 
the community wants it to be,” 
Pyles said, adding bluntly that 
“if people want to take their 
business elsewhere or badmouth 
the hospital, it’ll be what they 
make it.” 

“There’s no reason this 
hospital can’t make it if we have 
the support of everyone here,” 
he continued. “I think we’re on a 
great path, we’re on a good roll 
and I love how far we’ve come 
already.” 

In other news, the Board of 
Trustees: 

• Heard a financial report from 
CFO David Hayes in which the 
hospital’s patient volume and 
percent occupancy is down over 
the last two months, in part due 
to the departure of doctors and 
the transition of hiring new 
ones. Even with overall revenue 
down, thanks to cost-cutting, 
Westlake has still improved 
operations $782,000 from the 
same point last year. 

• Heard a report on the health 
fair from Vice-Chairman Gold. 
Gold reported that the fair had 
2616 total labs performed, with 
1969 of those being for 
Columbia residents and with 
nearly 700 more from places as 
far away as Florida, Indiana and 
West Virginia. That blood work 
even revealed one confirmed 
case of Leukemia, with Gold 


commenting that they “feel like 
we hopefully saved at least one 
life.” 

• Heard an administrative report 
from Gold in which he and the 
Board discussed the future 
possibility of putting a new roof 
on Westlake, but took no action 
until the Board could see the 
money required for such an 
investment in their bank 
account. Gold also informed the 
Board that three new staff 
members had begun seeing 
patients and that the new 
Edmonton building was now 
open. 

• Appointed two new medical 
staff members and reappointed 
14 existing staff.

Barney Taylor. Welding Instructor 

The Adair County School District is proud to spotlight Barney Taylor, welding 
instructor at Lake Cumberland Area Technology Center in Russell County which 
serves both Adair and Russell Counties. Mr. Taylor started teaching in 2004 after 
receiving his degree in technical education from Western Kentucky University. Prior to 
teaching, Mr. Taylor had gained hands-on experience in his area of expertise while 
working for Waste Energy Technology Construction Company, Taylor Services, and 
Sandusky Steel. 

Mr. Taylor instructs students in Shielded Metal Arc Welding (SMAW), Gas Metal 
Arc Welding (GMAW), Gas Tungsten Arc Welding (GTAW), Oxy Fuel, and Plasma 
Cutting. 

When asked about his job Barney replied, “I do love teaching and being able to help 
the students learn a skill that they will carry with them for the rest of their life. I like 
helping my seniors earn their Kentucky Department of Transportation Welding 
Certification, which is a good credential to have when entering a technical school or to 
include on a job application.” 

Mr. Taylor also addressed the job market and the skill set he provides. “Some of my 
students prefer to stay close to home, and they will get jobs with our local industries. 
However, some kids want to travel and see the world. When they do, I advise them to 
further their skill level by attending Somerset Community College, Tulsa Welding 
School in Oklahoma or Florida, or Hobart Welding School in Ohio. I want to help my 
students succeed at whatever they choose to do in life, whether it’s pursuing a college 
education, going to a technical school, or going directly into the workforce.” 

When asked what was the most rewarding part of his job Mr. Taylor had this to say, “ 
Recently, one of my previous students dropped by to see me while visiting home 
before returning to a lucrative welding position in North Dakota. He basically came 
back and told me ‘Thank you, Mr. Taylor’ I like knowing my instruction time and 
hopefully encouragement while in the classroom during the short time I have these 
students has helped in making their life after high school a better one.” 

Mr. Taylor is quick to support and promote his school, Lake Cumberland Area 
Technology Center, and explained to me that they also offer classes in Automotive, 
Carpentry, Electrical, Health Science (Nursing), Industrial Maintenance (Robotics), 
and Machine Tool (CNC Machining). If you would like more information please 
contact Principal Jeff Adams at 270-866-6175. 

When asked about the Lake Cumberland Area Technology Center, Superintendant 
Alan Reed stated: “I love the technical school and I feel that it is technical education 
and industry certifications that are the future—more so than regular 4 year college 
degrees. Our best and our brightest will be fighting for spots in the area tech centers 
which are also part of Kentucky Community and Technical College System (KCTCS). 
With that being said, we are currently asking for “Satellite Campus” status through 
Frankfort for ACHS in Health Sciences and I am working with Barney and others to 
add a high tech welding element to our branch campus designation.

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Silent City Provides 
Not-So-Living History of 
Columbia Characters

The Adair County Public Library and Adair County Genealogical 
Society presented their seventh annual Silent City Walking Tour on 
Monday night. An exceptionally large crowd made the familiar trek 
of the Walk, from the Adair County Public Library to the Columbia 
Cemetery, despite Monday’s cold and misty weather. 

“I thought it went really well,” said event contributor Ellen 
Zomes. “Especially for the weather, it was wonderfully attended.” 

Once at the cemetery, the crowd moved from gravesite to 
gravesite, stopping along the way at six tombstones used to mark 
the resting place of a cast of interesting Columbia residents. The six 
characters, Nancy Russell East, Fannie Winfrey, Tim and Sallie 
Bradshaw, Mary Cartwright Garnett and Woodruff Flowers, M.D., 
were played by current Adair County residents including Librarian 
Lee Ann lessee, Korianne Cox, J.D. and Ellen Zomes, Wanda 
Beard and Joseph Flowers, respectively. 

With darkness settling as Flowers presented poetry penned by his 
late grandfather, the crowd ventured back across the cemetery, 
returning to the library for a video presentation of five more historic 
Adair County figures. These figures, Janice Holt Giles, Daniel 
Trabue, Shastia Daisy Keltner, William Hurt and Martin Loy, were 
played by Jennifer Smith, Richard Phelps, Cathy Cox, Michael 
Watson and Barry Loy—with some actors holding familial or 
personal relationships with their character. 

“The video was great,” Zomes commented. “It looked really 
professional, and just like in the Walk, the actors did a great job of 
playing their roles.” 

The event, held every October near Halloween, caps off Family 
History Month, and is used to tell the stories of the city of 
Columbia and its residents. 

“As actors, we appreciate everyone coming out and supporting 
us,” said Zomes. “And then as residents of the city we appreciate 
people taking an interest in its history.” 


Nancy Russell East, born 
1799 in Lincoln County, 
was portrayed by Lee Ann 
Jessee at Monday night’s 
Silent City Walking Tour. 
Ms. East and her husband 
Joseph came to Adair 
County so that he could 
be a farmer and politician. 
Ms. East advised onlook¬ 
ers that it was wise to 
avoid town when it rained 
because of the muddy 
roads and mess made by 
animals, and encouraged 
visitors to ‘Tell your story 
to your children, your 
grandchildren and your 
great grandchildren. Make 
sure they know where 
you’re resting.” 




Tim and Sallie Bradshaw, played by J.D. and Ellen 
Zornes, interacted with one another, sharing their 
story with City Walk participants on Monday night. 
Sallie told of her successful hat business, of which no 
lady of the day was to leave home without, while Tim 
spoke of the influx of an electric company and electric 
railroad to the area in the early 1900s, as well as the 
opening of the Lindsey Wilson training school, which 
he claimed gave Columbia “more live Methodist 
ministers than dead chickens.” 



Joseph Flowers concluded Monday night’s 
presentation with a portrayal of his grandfather, 
Woodruff Flowers, M.D. Woodruff, who graduated from 
Gradyville, Adair County High, Lindsey Wilson and then 
the University of Louisville medical school, served this 
and other communities with his medical practice 
throughout his life, including a service stint in the 
medical corps in World War I. Woodruff shared his 
famous story of cleaning a maggot-infected leg wound 
of friend “Salty” Willis, saving the leg, and thanked the 
community for their amazing support in providing him 
with hot meals and places to stay on his visits. “It’s 
been my belief that people should find what they love 
doing and do a lot of it,” he advised, telling visitors 
that he loved a good cigar, his flower garden, and 
poetry. To conclude the evening, Woodruff read one of 
his poems, entitled ‘Zero Hour.’ 



Wanda Beard played the part of Mary Cartwright 
Garnett, born in 1888. Originally from Albany, Mary 
and her family moved here with her father, who was a 
doctor. In Columbia, Mary grew up on Lindsey Hill 
before marrying James Garnett, a local attorney. Mary 
reflected on her fun-filled youth, where she played 
girls basketball at Lindsey Wilson, and she and her 
teammates famously wore shorts underneath their 
skirts during a game. After the death of her husband, 
Mary took solace in being a seamstress for much of 
the city, as well as spending time with family and 
friends in town, where she says you could buy 
anything you wanted. Ms. Garnett passed away at age 
92.

Fall Weaning Tips 

Its fall weaning time for beef producers and commodity 
prices have come down making it possible to buy some feeds 
for around $200 per ton. Hay supplies are plentiful for most 
and several farmers still have pasture available for grazing. 
With January feeder cattle futures gaining ground since mid- 
September, there is plenty of potential to add some pounds and 
value to the spring calf crop. As many cattle producers have 
weaned or are getting ready to wean spring born calves, here 
are some thoughts to consider. 

Keeping calves healthy during and after the weaning process 
is a step that must not be overlooked. Calves should be 
dewormed, receive a blackleg and respiratory vaccine at 
weaning, and booster vaccinations within 14-21 days. Using 
modified-live respiratory vaccinations will improve immunity 
far greater than killed vaccines. If the cow herd has not been 
vaccinated with a modified-live respiratory vaccine and fence

line weaning is used, using a killed virus for the initial shot 
may be a safer approach to prevent infection of the cow herd. 
However, it would be safe to booster with a modified-live 
vaccine after the calves have been weaned a few weeks and 
fence line contact with the cow herd is not available to the 
calves. Feeding a high quality mineral is also important for 
maintaining healthy calves. 

BVD-PI testing is another step producers can take to identify 
calves that may be carrying a persistent infection of the BVD 
virus. BVD-PI testing should occur immediately at weaning or 
prior to. Calves with BVD-PI pose a risk to the entire herd by 
shedding the BVD virus. Other calves may become infected 
with the virus ad die while reproductive failure can occur in 
cows. The chances of a calf being positive for BVD-PI are 
slim; however the loss of production that can occur from one 
BVD-PI calf can be astonishing. 

In addition to weaning, producers can add value to their 
calves by castrating, dehorning, and taking necessary steps to 
guarantee that heifers are not bred. Follow all the steps listed in 
this article and your calves can be enrolled in the Adair County 
Feeder Calf Program. Calves in the program have been 
certified to have received prior mentioned vaccinations and 
processing. So far, over 600 head have been enrolled in the 
program. Participating producers have reported certified calves 
selling anywhere from the top 10% to the top 1% on sale day. 
Calves are identified as being certified by a custom tag and 
documentation of the weaning protocol. Complete guidelines 
and tags are available at the Adair County Cooperative 
Extension Service. For more information contact the Extension

Roy gained 16 on the play, which led to an Adair score 
in Friday night’s 27-18 win. 

That field position quickly improved, as Miller plowed ahead for 
25 yards from the I-formation on first down. A Hixson keeper 
picked up five more, and then Miller capped off the drive with 
another strong run up the middle for 13 yards and a touchdown. 
Burton’s kick was true, and Adair stretched the lead to 20-6. 

The ensuing Hart County possession was a weird one. With time 
dwindling in the first half, two successful read option runs found 
the Raiders at the Adair 14 yard line, primed to punch the ball in for 
six. Two consecutive Drake Bishop efforts followed, as the senior 
blew up his side of the offensive line, forcing the Hart County ball 
carrier into losses. A holding call brought the Raiders back even 
further, and what was essentially a fourth and goal from the 25 yard 
line resulted in a completed pass well short of the endzone. 

The referees, however, flagged Adair for roughing the passer, 
giving Hart a fresh set of downs. After another defensive stand, the 
Indians were flagged for pass interference in the endzone, putting 
Hart in position for a quick out route completion for a touchdown 
and sending the contest into the half with a score of 20-12. 

The second half would bring that margin even closer. Adair’s 
opening drive after the intermission marched past midfield before a 
Hixson pass was slightly too high for Bishop and slightly short of 
wide receiver Austin Roy, ultimately falling into the hands of a Hart 
County defender, who followed his interception with an impressive 
75-yard run for a touchdown. Adair would stop the two-point 
conversion attempt, however, and the Indians found themselves 
clinging to a 20-18 lead. 

The Indians would respond in a big way. Undaunted by the 
interception, Hixson found Roy for a fantastic leaping catch near 
the sideline for a gain of 15, then again on the next play for 16 more 
yards. A run by each Miller and Hixson picked up another first 
down, and then a bootleg pass from Hixson to Bishop in the flat for 
14 yards put the Indians at the goalline. Miller found the endzone 
again, making a defender miss before surging ahead for the short 
touchdown. The kick was good, and Adair took a 27-18 lead. 

That score would remain the final margin. Aside from a wacky 
succession of play sin which the teams traded three interceptions in 
three consecutive plays, the Adair defense completely suffocated

After a month away and five consecutive losses, the Adair 
County Indians returned home Friday night to host the Hart County 
Raiders. After a back-and-forth battle that found the margin within 
two points, the Indian defense tightened up and the offense punched 
in a touchdown to pull away and earn the 27-18 victory. 

“It was nice to get back in the win column,” Head Coach Travis 
Gay said. “I’m proud of our guys’ resiliency and ability to keep 
fighting.” 

That resiliency and fight would be needed in this one. After the 
opening drive for the Indians stalled, Hart County gashed the Adair 
defense for two big runs and an intermediate pass before going 43- 
yards untouched on a read option run for the game’s first score. The 
Indians blocked the extra point, and Hart took the early 6-0 lead 
with 8:42 remaining in the first quarter. 

With senior quarterback Jake Hixson back under center after 
missing time due to injury, the Tribe returned to their usual display 
of offensive balance. Junior running back Jason Miller, who shined 
for the Indians while the roster was depleted due to injury, remained 
a workhorse for Adair as he and Hixson seemingly alternated runs 
from the shotgun formation, picking up more than 40 yards on the 
ground. With the Raider defense committed to stopping the Adair 
rushing attack, Hixson took a hard step forward, faking the QB 
keeper, before dropping back and delivering a strike to senior H- 
back Drake Bishop in the seam for a touchdown. Brandon Burton’s 
kick was good, and Adair took a 7-6 lead with 4:46 to play in the 
opening frame. 

The Indians would try the onside kick to catch Hart County 
napping, but the kick bounced Hart’s way and they were able to 
corral the squib. A dropped pass well beyond the first down marker 
on third down, however, brought the Raider punter on the field for a 
short punt. 

Adair would be unable to capitalize on the first possession, as a 
dropped pass and sack of Hixson brought Brandon Burton back 
onto the field for the Tribe’s turn to punt. 

A big Hart County gain on the same play they used to score was 
called back to due a block in the back penalty, and freshman 
cornerback Cameron Lasley picked off the deep pass attempt, 
giving Adair the ball at the 17 yard line. 

On the very next play, Hixson kept the ball on a read option, 
weaving through defenders and finding daylight in the middle of 
the field. Hixson would outrun the Hart defense all the way down to 
the Raider 11 yard line before being caught from behind and 
dragged down. Two plays later, another fake keeper from Hixson 
drew the defense and the senior signal caller found fellow senior 
Adam Harris wide open in the endzone for six. The kick was wide, 
and Adair’s lead sat at 13-6 with 29 seconds remaining in quarter 
number one.

t’s about time we sat down for another 
talk, sports fans. Some of you are acting 
up again. I know, I know, most of you 
are as sane as a sports fan can be, but 
some others have completely lost their 
minds. 

The issue is with those of you who 
contact players, coaches, referees or 
other sports figures after a tough loss or 
as members of a rival team. In the past 

week, Missouri kicker Andrew Baggett missed two field goals, one of 
which was a 24-yard chip shot in overtime, that ultimately cost his 
Tigers the game against South Carolina and ended their undefeated 
season; and [in]famous MLB umpire Jim Joyce made a (correct) 
obstruction call on Red Sox third baseman Will Middlebrooks that 
awarded home plate to the St. Louis Cardinals, giving them a game 
three victory in the World Series. 

Both men received public backlash including twitter messages and 
various other forms of harassment over their performances. Missouri 
“fans” actually cursed Baggett, encouraged him to transfer, and lashed 
out with other hurtful remarks following Saturday’s loss, pinning the 
17-point collapse firmly on the kicker while ignoring the follies of the 
offense and defense. 

These examples are, sadly, far from unique. It seems as if every 
few weeks a similar occurrence takes place. Let’s make one thing 
clear: these people are insane. If you have ever contacted someone 
involved in a sport about his or her performance or the outcome in a 
negative fashion, you need to take a gigantic step back and seek some 
professional help. As a fan, if you want to take to twitter to tweet your 
support of a player, coach, team, etc. or congratulate someone on a 
terrific play or accomplishment, go ahead. That’s a bit odd, and they 
likely don’t read it or care, but that’s fine. Fans do weird things and 
will go to silly lengths to support their team. 

The key word there is support. Beyond being cruel and borderline 
creepy, attacking a sports figure personally and directly is downright 
idiotic. Missouri fans engaging in this behavior apparently operate 
under theassumption that Baggett purposely missed these field goals, 
was happy about losing, or is proud of the effort he submitted on 
national television this weekend. If not for these brilliant and stable 
individuals, he might never know he had made a mistake or let 
anyone down. 

Many articles, documentaries and stories have been created about 
the legendary Bill Buckner gaff or the Bartman interference, and these 
and countless other examples of such behavior have actually gone so 
far as to threaten the well being of those individuals involved and 
their families. Steve Bartman has actually retreated from the public 
life altogether, despite numerous attempts to interview him or create 
films about the incident. 

That’s right. You actually live on a planet where the most intelligent 
and educated form of life engages in threatening and potentially 
violent behavior towards individuals who acted, with no malice 
whatsoever, in a way that caused a sporting event to end in an 
undesirable way. A sporting event—a game—you know, the things 
children play for fun? Real humans who are allowed to drive cars and 
vote and purchase firearms verbally abused another human being over 
a mistake in a game. 

You would think this all goes without saying. You would think that 
writing an article like this would be completely unnecessary, and that 
everyone would realize that such behavior is so completely delusional 
and moronic that no one would need to tell them to stop. Apparently, 
that’s well beyond the level of reality these knuckle-dragging 
Neanderthals are willing to accept. 

While the anonymity and instantaneous nature of the 
Internet has provided a drastic rise in how convenient it is to behave 
like a buffoon, this notion that the athletes we watch somehow owe us 
something has existed long before I was bom. For some reason, fans 
believe that players exist to serve them. 

As I said, I know we’re all a little bit crazy. We use words like “we” 
and “us” when discussing our favorite teams, as if we’re on the field 
too or part of the action. That’s probably strange, but it’s accepted in 
sports. It’s a harmless amount of crazy, kind of like a girlfriend who 
buys you a specific kind of socks and demands that you wear them. 

What’s not okay is when that connection creates behavior like this. 
It’s not even always after mistakes or losses. I watched several fans of 
at least four different teams express outrage directly addressed to 
college athletes over their decision to forego additional seasons and 
enter the professional draft of their given sport. You see, to these 
people, those athletes had not yet served them to the level they 
designated as necessary. That’s frightening, especially at the collegiate 
level where these athletes actually are playing for themselves and 
their own future. Would you stand outside a classroom and yell at 
college students who made an F on a paper or test? 

No, you wouldn’t, because it largely doesn’t affect you. Neither do 
these sports. Go to the games, cheer like a lunatic, and celebrate like a 
lunatic when your favorite team wins. Just don’t be an actual lunatic, 
especially when they lose. Remember, as much as “we” may want to 
be, “we” aren’t part of the team, and if you think you are, you’re even 
more off-the-mark than an Andrew Baggett field goal.

That leaves DHB. The speedster out of Maryland 
was already a favorite for tunnel screens and quick slants, 
but with Hilton switching to number one on the depth chart, 
Heyward-Bey now becomes a prime target for the 
intermediate crossing routes that give him increased big play 
ability given his speed. 

Greg Jennings, WR, Minnesota Vikings: I understand 
that the Vikings pass game is completely atrocious. They 
can’t seem to settle on a QB, or protect the one they trot out 
each week. The team’s offense essentially relies on Adrian 
Peterson to carry them while hoping the terrible QB play can 
do just enough to keep 11 men out of the box. 

This week, however, the Vikings match up with the 
Cowboys. After allowing 488 yards passing to the Lions this 
past week, the Dallas D is averaging 315 yards per game 
allowed through the air. With Jennings as the primary target 
of whoever happens to be in at QB, and a defense geared to 
stop Peterson, that Dallas secondary is even more vulnerable 
than usual. In a season this rough, Jennings could be a gem 
this week. 

Now, here’s who you should sit this week: 

Ray Rice, RB, Baltimore Ravens: I told you before the 
season started that you should never sit your studs.

Tom Brady, QB, New England Patriots: Again, start 
your studs, right? Well, Brady has been far from a stud this 
year, posting his worst numbers in a decade. Even with beast 
offensive weapon and favorite target Rob Gronkowski back 
in the mix, Brady has been pedestrian, struggling to compete 
even 50% of his passes and failing to top 200 yards — 
completely abysmal by his (and most current NFL) 
standards. 

This week, Brady and the Pats meet up with the Pittsburgh 
Steelers and their second-ranked pass defense. The Steelers 
are allowing under 200 yards per game, and since Brady is 
as well, this seems like a good week to sit the Golden Boy, if 
you aren’t already. 

Lamar Miller, RB, Miami Dolphins: After being touted 
as a breakout candidate in the preseason, Dolphins youngster 
Lamar Miller has been virtually non-existent thus far in the 
season, averaging only six points per contest in standard 
leagues. Despite that, I’m seeing him in lineups nearly every 
week. I understand that the RB pickings are slimmer than 
ever, but there have to be better options than a RB on a bad 
team who isn’t even getting the bulk of the carries anymore.
